INTRODUCTORY  OBSERVATIONS. 


Since  the  publication  of  the  last  edition  of  the  Upper  Canada 
Law  List,  in  1862,  the  laws  of  Upper  Canada  as  affecting  Real 
j  Property,  Commerce,  Equity  Jurisdiction,  and  Common  Law 
Procedure,  have  undergone  extensive  alterations.  Nor  have 
reforms  in  the  practice  of  the  Courts  been  lost  sight  of.  Our 
Court  of  Chancery  had  acquired  a  bad  name  throughout  the 
country,  by  reason  of  its  alleged  delays  and  expense ;  the 
public  cry  was  raised  against  it,  and  it  was  stated  that  no  sane 
man  would  think  of  adding  to  its  jurisdiction.  The  Court  is 
now  a  popular  tribunal.  The  grievous  delays  of  which  suitors 
— and  not  without  some  shew  of  reason — formerly  complained, 
no  longer  exist;  the  reforms  which  have  been  made  in  its 
procedure  have  worked  well ;  the  judicature  and  the  profession 
[have  co-operated  cordially  and  zealously  to  promote  their 
leflBciency  and  secure  their  success ;  and  the  returns  shew  that, 
ISO  far  from  the  business  of  the  Court  becoming  stationary  or 
[diminishing,  that  the  business  transacted  largely  increases 
levery  year — and  were  these  returns  published,  they  would 
jexhibit  an  amount  of  business  done  which  could  not  fail  to 
[excite  public  attention.  How  has  it  been  done,  and  so  per- 
formed that  the  public  hears  no  complaints  of  injustice  done, 
3r  justice  denied,  or  of  heart-rending  delays,  or  ruinous  ex- 
lense  ?  The  inference  is  irresistible — that  the  Court  is  now 
cell  administered.  The  cases  which  come  before  this  Court 
p)r  the  most  part  involve  the  decision  of  important  questions 
)f  law  and  fact.  If  the  question  be  one  of  law,  it  is  argued ; 
md  if  of  fact,  the  evidence  is  taken  by  the  Court  at  the  town 
knost  convenient  for  the  attendance  of  witnesscF,  is  properly 
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sifted,  and,  by  the  ciricioncj^  of  our  judges,  n  prompt  decision 
is  given  ;  so  thnt  discontent  and  dissuti^faction  on  the  part  of  | 
suitors  is  now  rarely  heard.     The  machinery  for  the  conduct 
of  a  suit  in  Chancery  can  be  so  worked  that  the  issue  may  be 
arrived  at  as  quickly  as  in  a  suit  at  law.     Some  years  since, 
the  important  question  was  freely  adverted  to  by  legislators, 
and  by  the  public  generally,  of  blending  our  Courts  of  Common 
Law  and  Chancery  into  one  court  .;f  universal  jurisdiction  in 
civil  cases,  or,  as    generally  understood,  tlie   fusion  of  law 
and  equity.     But  for  the  reasons  already  stated  and  the  popu-  j 
larity  which  the  Court  of  Chancery  has  acquired,  no  such 
desire  for  this  fusion  is  now  evinced,  and  the  question  ceases  I 
to  be  of  interest  to  the  general  public ;  and  it  is  only  mooted  j 
as  a  necessity,  which  will  some  day  arrive,  by  those  who  con- 
sider declarations,  pleas,  replications,  rejoinders,  surrejoinders,  j 
rebutters  and  surrebutters,  a  more  simple  form  of  pleading 
than  a  bill,  an  answer  and  a  replication.   The  failure  of  justice 
so  often  referred  to  by  the  fusion  advocates  as  arising  from 
restricted  jurisdiction  and  imperfect  procedure,  now  rarely 
occurs,  and  the  occasion  is  isolated  of  a  plaintiff  in  equity] 
havin(:  his  bill  dismissed  because  his  remedy  is  at  law. 

The  practice  of  trying  causes  as  at  nisi  prius,  on  circuits,] 
has  done  much  to  popularize  the  Court  of  Chancery,  to  con- 
duce to  its  elliciency,  and  to  reduce  expenses.  Tl»e  examina-l 
tion  of  witnesses  being  had,  the  hearing  of  the  cause  immc-i 
diately  follows.  The  judge  who  hears  the  cause  has  taken 
the  evidence,  he  has  seen  the  witnesses  and  observed  theirj 
demeanour.  The  practice  as  it  w,  is  rs  Lord  St.  Leonardsl 
said,  "a  drama  performed  before  the  judge."  The  practice  asl 
it  was,  "  was  simply  reading,  and  perhaps  very  badly  readingi 
the  play  afterwards,  without  anything  to  give  it  life  and! 
energy." 

The  Court  of  Chancery  as  it  is,  with  its  modern  reforms  ofj 
procedure,  promulgated  by  well  and  maturely  considcredj 
orders — the  eliicient  and  laborious  bench  which  controls  thel 
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ICourt — the  bold  course  taken  by  ita  head  to  excise  dccrepid 
Iproccdure — under  all  this  the  Court  appears  to  have  revived, 
land  the  rumours  of  extinction  which  appeared  to  threaten  its 
jprolonged  existence  have  gradually  disappeared — the  legisla- 
Iture  has  increased  the  efficiency  of  its  jurisdiction — our  sena- 
tors arc  not  now  afraid  to  discuss  the  Court  of  Chancery  in 
their  council  chamber,  and  hence,  by  28  Vic.  ch.  17  (1865),  it 
lis  enacted — 

1.  The  Court  of  Chancery  in  Upper  Canada  shall  have  the 
[same  jurisdiction  as  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  England  has  in 
[regard  to  leases  and  sales  of  settled  estate?,  and  in  regard  to 

enabling  minors,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Court,  to  make 
binding  settlements  of  their  real  and  personal  estate  on  mar- 
riage, and  in  regard  to  questions  submitted  for  the  opinion  of 
the  Court  in  the  form  of  special  cases  on  the  part  of  such  per- 
sons as  may  by  themselves,  their  committees  or  guardians,  or 
[otherwise,  concur  therein. 

2.  The  Court  shall  have  the  same  equitable  jurisdiction  in 
[matters  of  revenue  as  the  Court  of  Exchequer  ia  L.ngland 
[posKe«ses. 

8.  In  all  cases  in  which  the  Court  has  jurisdiction  to  enter- 
[tain  an  application  for  an  injunction  against  a  breach  of  any 
covenant,  contract  or  agreement,  or  against  the  commission  or 
continuance  of  any  wrongful  act,  or  for  the  specific  perform- 
ance of  any  covenant,  contract  or  agreement,  the  Court,  if  it 
thinks  fit,  may  award  damages  to  the  party  injured,  either  in 
addition  to  or  in  substitution  for  such  injunction  of  specific 
performance,  and  such  damages  may  be  ascertained  in  such 
manner  as  the  Court  may  direct,  or  the  Court  may  grant  such 
I  other  relief  as  it  may  deem  just. 

4.  An  order  or  decree  for  Alimony  may  be  registered  in  any 
Registry  Office  in  Upper  Canada,  and  such  registration  shall, 
so  long  as  the  order  or  decrc*  registered  remains  in  force,  bind 
the  estate  and  interest  of  every  description  which  the  defen- 
dant has  in  any  lands  in  the  county  or  counties  where  such 
registration  is  made,  and  operate  thereon  for  the  amount  or 
amounts  by  such  order  or  decree  ordered  to  be  paid,  in  the 
same  manner  and  with  the  same  effect  as  the  registration  of  a 
charge  of  a  life  annuity  created  by  the  defendant  on  his  lands 
would,  and  such  registration  may  be  effected  through  a  certi- 
ficate by  the  Registrar  of  the  Court  of  such  order  or  dec  ree. 
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5.  Where  a  commission  of  lunacy  would  have  been  hereto- 
fore necessary*  or  proper,  the  Court  in  lieu  thereof  may,  with 
or  without  the  aid  of  a  jury  (which  the  court  or  a  judge  thereof 
may  cause  to  be  empannelled  as  in  such  cases),  hear  evidence 
and  enquire  into  and  determine  upon  the  alleged  lunacy ;  pro- 
vided that  the  alleged  lunatic  shall  have  a  right  in  such  cases 
to  demand  that  the  enquiry  be  submitted  to  a  jury,  or  the 
court  may  order  that  the  enquiry  be  had  before  any  court  of 
record ;  and  every  such  enquiry,  whether  under  a  commission 
of  lunacy  or  before  any  such  court  of  record,  shall  be  confined 
to  the  question  whether  or  not  the  person  who  is  the  subject 
of  the  enquiry  is  at  the  time  of  such  enquiry  of  unsound  mind 
and  incapable  of  managing  himself  or  his  affairs,  and  the  ver- 
dict rendered  by  a  jury  shall  in  every  case  be  returned  unto 
the  court,  certified  by  the  judge  before  whom  the  enquiry  has 
been  had,  and  shall  be  final  as  to  the  question  on  such  enquiry, 
unless  the  same  be  set  aside. 

6.  Where  any  such  enquiry  is  had  by  the  court,  with  or 
without  the  aid  of  a  jury,  or  before  a  court  of  record,  no 
traverse  shall  bo  allowed,  but  the  court,  if  dissatisfied  with  the 
finding  of  a  jury,  may  at  the  instance  of  any  party  who  would 
be  entitled  to  traverse  an  inquisition  under  commission  of 
lunacy,  direct  a  new  trial  or  new  trials,  from  time  to  time, 
upon  application  therefor  made  to  the  court  within  three 
months  from  the  time  the  verdict  is  rendered,  or  such  further 
time  as  the  court  under  special  circumstances  may  permit,  and 
subject  to  such  directions  and  upon  such  conditions  as  to  the 
court  may  seem  proper,  and  the  court  may  order  any  such 
new  trial  to  be  had  before  the  same  court  in  which  the  verdict 
was  rendered,  or  before  any  other  court. 

7.  On  every  such  enquiry,  the  alleged  lunatic,  if  he  be 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court,  shall  bo  produced,  and 
shall  be  examined  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner,  either  in 
open  court  or  privately,  before  the  jury  shall  retire  to  consult 
about  their  verdict,  as  the  presiding  judge  may  direct,  unless 
the  court  ordering  such  enquiry  shall  beforehand  by  order 
have  dispensed  with  such  examination. 

8.  Any  order  by  a  single  judge  in  a  matter  of  lunacy  shall 
be  subject  to  rehearing  before  the  full  court,  and  any  order  of 
the  full  court  shall  be  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Court  of 
Error  and  Appeal  respectively,  within  the  same  times  and 
under  the  same  conditions  as  in  other  cases  in  the  said  Court 
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If  Chancery,  unless  the  said  court  or  a  judi;;e  thereof  shall 
Otherwise  order. 

9.  The  court  may  order  the  costs,  charges  and  expenses  of 
Ind  incidental  to  the  presentation  of  any  petition  for  a  cominis- 
[ioii  of  lunacy,  or  any  inquiry,  inquisition,  issue,  traverse,  or 
Hher  proceeding  in  lunacy,  to  be  paid  either  by  the  party  or 
parties  presenting  such  petition,  or  prosecuting  the  same,  or 
such  enquiry  or  other  proceeding  in  lunacy,  or  by  the  party 
)r  parties  opposing  the  same,  or  out  of  the  estate  of  the  alleged 
[unatic,  or  partly  in  one  way  and  partly  in  another. 

10.  The  seventy-third  section  of  the  said  Act  is  amended 
)y  inserting  therein,  immediately  after  the  words  "«Mi  jwm," 
he  words  "or  non  compotes  mentis" 

11.  The  court  shall  have  the  same  powers  of  regulating  the 
jractice  in  matters  of  lunacy,  and  in  all  matters  under  this 

L.ct,  as  in  other  cases  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court. 

12.  AVhere  a  defendant  or  respondent  in  any  suit  or  matter 
lis  absent  from  the  Province,  or  cannot  be  found  therein,  to  be 
jserved,  the  court  may  authorize  proceedings  to  be  taken 
[against  him,  according  to  the  practice  of  the  court  in  case  of  a 
Idefendant  whose  residence  is  unknown,  or  in  any  other  manner 
{that  may  be  provided  or  ordered,  if  the  court  shall  under  the 

circumstances  of  the  case  deei;n  such  mode  of  proceeding  con- 
[ducive  to  the  ends  of  justice. 

Another  act  may  be  referred  to,  26  Vic.  ch.  41  (18G3), 
"  An  act  respecting  affidavits,  declarations,  and  affirmations 
made  out  of  Canada  for  use  therein,"  containing  most  useful 
provisions  for  accelerating  the  proceedings  of  the  court  in 
reference  to  evidence,  &c.,  taken  by  affidavit  in  England. 

Burke  said,  "In  reality  there  are  two  and  only  two  founda- 
tions of  law,  and  they  are  both  of  them  conditions  without 
which  nothing  can  give  it  any  force — I  mean  Equity  and 
Utility.  With  respect  to  the  former,  it  grows  out  of  the  great 
rule  of  equality^  which  is  grounded  on  our  common  nature, 
and  which  Philo,  with  propriety  and  beauty,  calls  the  'n>other 
of  justice.*  All  human  laws  are,  properly  f^poaking,  only 
declaratory;  they  may  alter  the  mode  of  application,  but 
they  have  no  power  over  the  substance  of  original  justice. 
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The  other  foundation  of  law,  which  is  Utihty,  must  be  under! 
stood  not  of  partial  or  limited,   but  of  general  and  publil 
utility,   connected  in  the  same  manner  with  and  derived  diJ 
rectly  from  our  rational  nature."    This  is  not  merely  specula! 
tive ;  it  is  the  wise  exposition  of  one  who  has  taught  us  thai 
"  nothing  is  desirable  that  is  not  practicable."    It  is  a  general 
sketch  of  the  law  as  it  ought  to  be ;   and  referring  to  ourj 
Court  of  Equity  as  it  t«,  those  of  the  profession  who  havJ 
learnt  to  practice  in  it,  will  agree  that  it  is  a  Court  of  Equity! 
and  Utility ;  and  history  shows  that  men  who  have  learnt| 
equity  as  well  as  law,  have  been  the  greatest  and  best  ad  [ 
ministrators  of  justice :  they  have  learnt  to  regard  equity  as| 
neither  arbitrary  nor  artificial,  but  as  springing  out  of  the! 
great  moral  ideas  of  veracity  and  justice,  which  stir  at  thej 
root  of  our  humanity — have  been  expanded  in  our  national! 
life — developed  and  applied  by  master  spirits  with  juditiall 
wisdom  to  the  requirements    of  society, —  "the  collected 
reason  of  ages,  combining  the  principles  of  original  justice | 
with  the  infinite  variety  of  human  concerns."

their  proper  jurisdiction  by  a  narrow  and  technical  procedure,] 
which  was  inadequate  to  afford  the  judicial  remedies  that] 
were  required  by  the  growing  exigencies  of  society.     By 
amendments  of  the  law  of  procedure  in  the  Common  Law 
Courts  during  tho  past  ten  or  fifteen  years,  law  courts  have 
been  in  some  degree  enabled  to  deal  with  equitable  questions. 
Remove  the  Court  of  Chancery  I     In  one  view  this  may  be 
regarded  as  a  question  of  procedure  and    the  convenient 
division  of  judicial  labour ;  in  another,  it  involves  the  higher 
question  of  destroying  the  harmony  of  a  system  of  jurispru- 
dence which  has  secured  the  well  being  of  nations,  and  main- 
tained in  its  integrity  the  great  system  of  universal  justice.

[a)  The  courts  in  Upper  Canada  had  held  that,  under  the 
Imperial  Act  of  5  Geo.  II.  ch.  7,  sec.  4,  the  title  of  a  tes- 
tator or  intestate  in  real  estate  in  Upper  Canada  might  bo 
seized  and  sold  under  a  judgment  and  execution  by  a 
creditor  of  the  testator  or  intestate  recovered  against  an 
executor  or  administrator  of  tho  deceased,  in  the  same 
manner  and  under  the  same  process  that  the  same  could

{r)  The  Registry  Act  of  1865.  This  act  has  been  very  ably  I 
annotated  by  S.  G.Wood,  Esq.,  LL.B.,  Barrister-at-law.  As 
Mr.  Wood  states  in  the  preface  to  his  work,  "  The  intro- ! 
duction  of  a  new  act  of  parliament  relating  to  the  regis- 
tration of  deeds,  providing  as  it  does  for  important  changtjs 
in  that  branch  of  the  law  of  real  property,  seems  to  make 
an  attempt  to  elucidate  by  reference  to  decided  cases  the 
provisions  of  a  statute  which  will  materially  affect  the 
property  and  rights  of  a  large  and  continually  Increasing 
body  in  the  community,  and  the  operation  of  which  will 
of  course  bo  a  matter  of  interest  and  importance  to  the 
legal  profession."  And  so  it  is;  his  remarks  and  annota- 
tions upon  the  new  act  are  well  digested  and  carefully 
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collected,  and  must  prove  of  great  use  and  a  saving  of 

time  and  labour  to  the  profession. 

I)  This  enactment  is  of  much  interest  to  the  profession,  as 

working  an  important  change  in  the  law  affecting  trade 

and  commerce.

(e)  (g)  These  acts  imposing  duties  on  promissory  notes  and 
bills  of  exchange  need  only  be  referred  to  as  introducing  a 
new  era  in  our  system  of  taxation.  The  imposition  of 
stamps  is  important  to  the  lawyer  in  so  far  as  grave 
questions  may  frequently  arise  as  to  compliance  with  the 
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strict  requirements  of  the  acts ;  ar.  d  the  general  public  is 
interested  therein  from  the  circumstance  that  the  imposi- 
tion of  stamps  has  inaugurated  a  system  of  taxation,  by 
the  increase  of  which,  for  the  purposes  of  revenue  on  the 
one  hand,  and  the  consequential  proportionate  remodelling 
and  diminution  of  our  tariff  of  customs  duties  on  the  other* 
will  do  much  to  materially  increase  our  commercial  pros- 
perity. It  is  a  stop  in  the  right  direction.  For  without  a 
doubt  it  is  an  opinion  which  in  these  times  has  passed 
into  the  condition  of  an  accepted  rule,  that  international 
commerce  ought  to  be  encouraged,  because  it  augments 
the  wealth  and  prosperity  not  of  one  only  of  the  two 
contracting  parties,  but  of  both  equally,  as  well  of  the 
party  who  buys  as  of  the  one  who  sells.  This  opinion 
has  acquired  much  force  from  practical  development  and 
practical  experience ;  and  the  progress  of  free  trade,  in 
proportion  as  it  has  established  itself,  has  tended  to  draw 
countries  more  closely  together,  since  it  has  shewn  them 
in  the  most  visible  and  tangible  manner  that  they  are 
mutually  necessary  to  each  other,  that  every  one  of  the 
inhabitants  of  each  contributes  to  the  happiness  and 
prosperity  of  his  neighbour,  and  receives  from  his  neigh- 
bour part  of  his  own  prosperity  and  his  own  happiness. 

order  that  commerce  may  be  really  free,  it  is  not  sufficient 
that  the  tariffs  of  customs  duties  should  be  remodelled  in 
a  liberal  spirit.  To  substitute  a  liberal  tariff  for  a 
restrictive  one  is,  without  doubt,  a  progress ;  but  to  ren* 
der  our  commerce  available  thoroughly  to  augment  our 
wealth  and  prosperity — to  develope  our  resources — to 
stimulate  our  relations  in  commerce  with  our  neighbours, 
a  complete  removal  of  our  customs  duties  appears  to  be 
the  great  means  to  accomplish  this  most  desirable  handy 
work.  To  open  our  ports,  to  offer  no  barrier  by  customs 
duties  to  a  free  and  open  trading  with  all  who  desire  to 
trade  with  us,  offers  at  this  epoch  of  our  commercial

our  import  and  export  trade.     To  us  it  may  be  of

This  Court  has  the  like  jurisdiction  as  the  Court  of  Chancery  in 
England  in  cases  of  fraud  "ccident,  trusts,  executors,  administra- 
tors, copartnerships,  account,  mortgages,  awards,  dower,  infants, 
idiots,  lunatics  and  their  estates,  waste,  specific  performance, 
discovery,  and  to  prevent  multiplicity  of  suits,  staying  proceed- 
ings at  law  prosecuted  against  equity  and  good  conscience,  and 
may  decree  the  issue,  repeal  or  avoidance  of  letters  patent,  and 
generally  the  like  powers  which  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  England 
possesses  to  administer  justice  in  all  cases  in  which  there  is  no 
adequate  remedy  at  law. 

This  Court  sits  once  a  week,  Tuesday  (and  one  of  the  Judges 
sits  every  day  in  Chambers),  throughout  the  year,  except  during 
the  regular  vacations,  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  motions  for 
decrees,  motions  for  or  to  dissolve  special  injunctions,  and  appeals 
from  the  reports  of  the  Master  or  Deputy  Masters.     During  the 
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regular  vacations,  the  Court  only  hears  motions  for  or  to  dissolve 
injunctions.

These  Courts  are  Courts  of  Record,  and  are  presided  over  by 
resident  Judges  in  each  county,  being  barristers  of  at  least  five 
years  standing.  Their  jurisdiction  extends  to  all  personal  actions 
where  the  debt  or  damages  claimed  do  not  exceed  £50 ;  and  to  all 
suits  relating  to  debt,  covenant  or  contract,  where  the  amount  is 
ascertained  by  the  acts  of  the  parties  or  signature  of  the  defen- 
dant  to  £100 ;  and  in  cases  of  torts  to  personal  chattels  to  £30, 
and  to  all  bail  bonds  and  recognizances  of  bail  given  in  the  County 
Court  to  any  amount,  with  trial  by  jury ;  bnt  not  to  cases  involv- 
ing the  title  to  lands  (except  actions  of  ejectment  in  certain  cases, 
as  after  mentioned),  validity  of  wills  or  settlements,  or  actions  for 
libel,  slander,  orim.  con.  or  seduction.  An  appeal  lies  to  either 
of  the  superior  courts  of  Queen's  Bench  or  Common  Pleas.  The 
County  Courts  also  possess  equity  jurisdiction  to  the  amount  of 
£50,  under  16  Vic.  cap.  119,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  and  jurisdiction  in  ejectment  for  the  recovery  of  lands, 
where  the  yearly  value  does  not  exceed  $200,  in  the  following 
cases,  viz.,  (1).  Where  the  term  and  interest  of  the  tenant  shall 
have  expired  or  been  determined  by  a  legal  notice  to  quit,  and  (2) 
Where  the  rent  shall  be  60  days  in  arrear  and  the  landlord  shall 
have  right  by  law  to  re-enter  for  non-payment  thereof ;  registra- 
tion of  bills  of  sale  and  chattel  mortgages,  under  20  Vio.  cap.  8 ; 
also  the  registration  of  limited  partnerships,  under  12  Vic.  cap.  76.

These  Courts,  since  September,  1858,  have  been  regulated  by 
the  Act  22  Vie.  cap.  93.  The  Court  of  Probate  for  Upper  Canada 
is  abolished,  and  its  powers  (with  some  exceptions)  exercised  by 
the  Sarrogate  Courts,  of  which  there  is  one  in  each  county,  hold- 
ing its  sittings  in  the  county  town.  The  jurisdiction  of  these 
courts  relates  to  all  testamentary  matters  and  causes,  and  to  the 
granting  or  revoking  of  probates  of  wills  and  letters  of  adminis- 
tration uf  the  effects  of  deceased  persons  having  estate  or  effects 
in  Upper  Canada,  and  all  matters  arising  out  of  or  connected  with 
the  grant  or  revocation  of  probate  or  administration,  subject  to 
an  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Chancery. 

There  are  four  terms,  commencing  on  the  first  Monday  in  the 
months  of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  and  ending  on  the 
Saturday  of  the  same  week.  The  Judge  of  the  County  Court  is 
ex-officio  the  Judge  of  the  Surrogate  Court. 


The  County  Judge  in  each  county  is  the  chairman  of  the  Court 
of  Quarter  Sessions,  and,  ^ith  one  or  more  justices  of  the  peace, 
holds  a  court  in  his  county  four  times  a  year  for  trials  by  jury  in 
cases  of  felony  and  misdemeanor,  and  for  the  decision  of  appeals 
from  summary  convictions ;  but  treason  and  capital  felonies  are 
exempted  from  their  jurisdiction.  The  Court  has  also  the  super- 
vision of  some  of  the  accounts  in  the  county,  relating  to  the 
administration  of  justice,  &o.

By  the  Insolvent  Act  of  1864,  (27  &  28  Vic,  cap.  57)  provision 
is  made  for  the  settlement  of  the  estates  of  insolvent  debtors  for 
giving  effect  to  arrangements  between  them  and  their  creditors, 
and  for  the  punishment  of  fraud.  In  Lower  Canada,  this  enact- 
ment applies  io  traders  only ;  in  Upper  Canada  to  all  persons, 
whether  traders  or  non-traders.  In  these  Courts  the  County 
Judge  in  each  County  presides,  the  only  appointments  made  in 
pursuance  of  this  statute  being  those  of  Official  Assignees,  who 
are  to  be  nominated  by  the  Board  of  Trade  at  any  place,  or  the 
Council  thereof  within  the  county  or  district  in  which  such  Board 
of  Trade  exists,  or  in  any  county  or  district  adjacent  thereto  in 
which  there  is  no  Board  of  Trade.

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These  Courts  are  held  in  different  places  in  each  county  by  the 
ICounty  Judge,  for  the  summary  disposal  of  oases ;  but  a  jury  of 
[five  persons  may  be  demanded  in  certain  cases.  Their  jurisdiction 
lezteDds  to  actions  of  debt  or  contract  amounting  to  £25,  injuries 
lor  torts  to  personal  chattels  amounting  to  £10,  but  not  to  actions 
[for  gambling  debts,  liquors  drunk  in  a  tavern,  or  notes  of  hand 
jgiven  therefor,  ejectment,  title  to  land,  &o.,  or  any  toll,  custom  or 
franchise,  will  or  settlement,  malicious  prosecution,  libel,  slacder, 
jcrim.  con.,  seduction  or  breach  of  promise,  or  actions  against  a 
Ijustice  of  the  peace  for  anything  done  by  him  in  the  execution  of 
I  his  office,  if  he  objects  to  it.  Parties  may  be  sued  either  in  the 
I  uivision  nrhere  they  reside,  or  where  the  debt  was  contracted. 

Attachments  against  personal  property  of  debtors  absconding 

[from  the  province,  leaving  property  liable  to  execution,  or^remov- 

iDg  their  goods  from  one  county  to  another  or  from  the  province, 

with  intent  to  defraud,  or  keeping  concealed  to  avoid  service  of 

process,  with  intent  to  defraud,  may  be  issued  by  the  Clerk  of  the 

I  Division  or  by  the  Judge  or  any  justice  of  the  peace. 

Courts  are  held  once  in  two  months  in  each  division,  or  oftener, 
I  at  the  discretion  of  the  Judge.    The  divisions  are  established  by 
the  Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions.

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STAMPS  ON  BILLS  AND  NOTES. 

The  Statute  of  27  <fe  28  Vic.  cap.  4,  requires  the  imposition  of 
stamps  on  bills  of  exchange  and  promissory  notes,  over  the  amount 
of  $100,  as  follows: 

On  each  Promissory  Note,  Draft  or  Bill  of  Exchange  executed 
singly,  a  duty  of  three  cents  for  the  first  hundred  dollars  of  the 
amount  thereof,  and  a  further  duty  of  three  cents  for  each  addi- 
tional hundred  dollars  or  fraction  of  a  hundred  dollars  of  the 
amount  thereof: 

If  executed  in  duplicate,  a  duty  of  two  cents  on  each  part  for 
the  first  hundred  dollars  of  the  amount  thereof,  and  a  further  duty 
of  two  c^nts  on  each  additional  hundred  dollars  or  fraction  of  a 
hundred  dollars  of  the  amount  thereof; 

If  executed  in  more  than  two  parts,  a  duty  of  one  cent  on  each 
part  for  the  first  hundred  dollars  of  the  amount  thereof,  and  a 
further  duty  of  one  cent  for  each  additional  hundred  dollars  or 
fraction  of  a  hundred  dollars  of  the  amount  thereof.  And  any 
interest  made  payable  at  the  maturity  of  any  bill,  draft  or  note,  with 
the  principal  sum,  shall  be  counted  as  part  of  the  amount  thereof. 

The  instruments  above  mentioned  include  all  bills  of  exchange 
and  promissory  notes,  properly  so  called,  as  also  bank  drafts, 
letters  of  credit  and  receipts  for  money  given  by  a  bank  or  person, 
which  shall  entitle  the  person  paying  such  money,  or  the  bearer 
of  such  receipt,  to  receive  the  like  sum  for  any  third  person. 

They  do  not  include  bills  or  drafts  drawn  or  endorsed  by  any 
oiHcer  of  Her  Majesty's  Commissariat  or  Imperial  or  Provincial 
Service  in, his  official  capacity;  Bank  notes,  bank  or  bankers' 
cheques  payable  on  demand,  Post  Office  money  orders,  Municipal 
Dfl^MiuJres  or  Coupons. 

By  an  act  of  last  session  (29  Vic.  cap.  18)  the  duties  were 
fXtended  to  smaller  sums — Notes,  Drafts,  or  Bills  of  Exchange,  for 
$25  and  under,  require  one  cent  stamp ;  over  $25  and  under  $50, 
two  cents;  over  $50  and  under  $100,  three  cents.

The  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada  was  first  established  in  1797 
by  the  Act  37  George  III.  cap.  13,  which  enabled  the  then  Prac- 
titioners of  the  Law  to  form  tlieniselves  into  a  Society,  and  make 
Rules  for  its  government,  under  the  inspection  of  the  Judges,  as 
Visitors.  The  Act  of  1822  (2  George  IV.  cap.  5,)  incorporated 
the  "  Treasurer  and  Benchers  of  the  Law  Society,"  giving  a  per- 
petual succession,  and  a  common  seal,  in  the  usual  manner  of 
Acts  of  Incorporation. 

Under  these  statutes,  the  Society  is  governed  by  the  Board  of 
Benchers,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  various  Law  Societies  in 
London,  England.  The  Benchers  sit  in  convocation  every  Term, 
for  the  admission  of  Students  and  Barristers,  and  the  examination 
of  fitness  and  capacity  of  Attornies,  and  for  other  general  busi- 
ness. The  examination  for  Students  at  Law,  which  is  a  Scholas- 
tic examination,  is  conducted  in  the  presence  of  the  Benchers ; 
and  the  examination  of  Barristers,  at  the  end  of  the  term  of  fivj 
years  after  admission,  and  of  Attorneys  after  the  service  of  five 
years  as  Law  Clerk,  is  conducted  by  the  Benchers  in  convocation. 
These  last  two  examinations  are  in  the  various  branches  of  legal 
learning.  Each  Student  at  Law,  on  admission,  is  a  member  uf 
the  Society,  and  entitled  to  the  use  of  the  Library.  The  Revenue 
of  the  Society  consists  of  the  fees  paid  by  Students-at-Law,  and 
Barristers,  and  Attornies,  on  their  admission ;  the  fees  of  Attor- 
neys and  Solicitors  for  certificates ;  and  the  fees  Ciillcd  Term 
Fees,  charged  to  practising  Barristers.  The  Library  of  the 
Society  is  of  considerable  value,  and  is  of  great  service  to  the 
Students  and  Practitioners.  The  Treasurer  is  elected  annually, 
in  Michaelmas  Term,  and  enters  upon  bis  duties  on  the  first  day 
of  the  following  term. 
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RULES 

OF 

THE  LAW  SOCIETY  OF  UPPER  CANADA. 


By  the  Benchers  of  the  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada,  in  Convo- 
cation, with  the  approbation  of  the  Judges  of  the  Superior 
Courts,  as  Visitors  of  the  said  Society,  it  ia  Ordained  as 
follows : 


EXAMINATION  OF  CANDIDATES. 

There  shall  be  an  Examination,  according  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  this  Society  : 

1.  Of  every  Candidate  for  admission  on  the  Books  of  the  Society 

as  a  Student-at-Law. 

2.  Of  every  Student  so  admitted  becoming  a  Candidate  for  Call 

to  the  Bar. 

3.  Of  every  Applicant  for  a  certificate  of  fitness  for  admission  as 

an  Attorney  or  Solicitor. 

The  examination  of  Students  for  admission  on  the  Books  shall 
be  conducted  orally  by  the  "  Examiner  for  Matriculation,"  before 
a  Committee  of  Benchers,  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

The  examination  of  Students  on  the  Books,  when  Candidates 
for  Call  to  the  Bar,  shall  be  partly  in  writing,  by  printed  or 
written  questions,  to  be  answered  in  writing,  under  the  supervi- 
eion  of  the  "  Examiners  for  Call ;"  and  partly  oral,  by  the 
Benchers  in  convocation. 

The  examination  of  Applicants  for  Certificates  of  fitness  shall 
?•»  Uke  manner  be  partly  in  writing,  and  partly  ore  tenus. 

'.\.yk  examination  for  admission  on  the  Books  as  Students-at-Law 
shall  bo  divided  into  three  classes,  to  be  called : 

1.  The  University  Class. 

2.  The  Senior  Class. 
8.  The  Junior  Class. 
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Candklaies  for  examinntion  in  either  the  University  Class  or 
the  Senior  Class,  shall  be  consfidcred  as  candidates  for  admission 
in  the  Junior  Class  iu  the  event  of  their  not  passing  in  the  higher 
class. 

Candidates  for  admission  in  the  University  Class  shall  be 

1.  Graduates  of  a   University  entitled  to   confer  Degrees,  and 

established  in  some  part  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  ; 

2.  And  shall  be  examined  separately  from  other  candidates  in 

one  or  more  of  the  following  books : 

In  Homer,— B.  I.  of  Iliad. 

In  LuciAN— (CiiARox,  Life  or  Dream  of  Lucian  and  Timon.) 

In  the  Odes  of  Horace. 

In  Mathematics  or  METAPnTSics.— At  the  option  of  the  Candidate,  accorJing 
to  tlie  following  courses  reKpi'ctively  : 

In  Mathematics,— Euclid,  (Bb.  T.,  II.,  Ill,  IV.,  and  VT,)  or  Leoenpre's 
Geometrir,  (Bb.  I.,  II ,  III.,  and  IV.,)  Hind's  Alqebra  to  the  cud  of 
Simultaneous  Equations. 

In  METArnYsics,— Walker's  and  Woatelt's  Logic,  and  Locke's  Essay  os 
THE  Human  Understanding. 

In  IIerschell's  Astronomy,— (Ch.  I.,  III.,  IV.  and  V.) 

In  Ancient  and  Modern  Geoqrapiiy  and  History,— Such  Works  as  the  Cnn- 
didates  may  have  read. 

Candidate^  for  admission  in  the  Senior  Class  shall  be  examined 
in  the  same  Books  and  subjects  as  for  the  University  Class. 

Candidates  for  admission  iu  the  Junior  Class  shall  be  examined 
in  the  following  books : 

In  Horace- Bb.  1.  and  III  of  the  Odes. 

la  Matiikmatics,- Euclid,  (Bb.  I.,  II.,  and  III.,)  or  Leqenme's  Geometrii 
by  Davies  (Bb.  I.  and  III.,  with  Problems.) 

In  ENOLisit  History  and  Modern  GfioaRArnY,- Such  Works  as  tho  Candi- 
dates may  have  read. 

All  or  any  of  tho  books  in  all  or  any  of  tho  classes  hereinbefore 
specified  may  bo  dispensed  with,  and  any  other  substituted,  by 
an  order  of  Convocation  in  that  behalf. 

Any  Candidate  for  admission  in  the  University  Class  or  in  the 
Senior  Class,  who  does  not  pass  for  such  class,  shall  bo  passed  in 
the  Junior  Class,  unless  rejected  in  toto. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  on  tho  books  of  the  Society  as  a 
Student-at-Law  who  is  not  of  tho  full  age  of  sixteen  years. 

Notice  of  tho  intention  of  any  person  to  apply  for  admission  on 
the  Books  of  the  Society  as  a  Student-at-Law,  signed  by  a  Bench- 
er, and  containing  the  name,  addition,  and  family  residence  of  tho 
Candidate,  must  be  delivered  to  tho  Secretary  of  the  Society,  at 
his  office  in  Osgoode  Hall,  on  some  day  in  the  Term  next  preoeil- 
ing  tho  Term  in  which  he  seeks  admission ;  and  when  the  Candl- 
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date  desires  to  be  examined  for  admission  in  the  Senior  Class,  it 
must  be  so  expressed  in  his  notice. 

The  Candidate  must  be  presented  to  the  Examining  Committee, 
by  an  instrument  in  writing,  signed  by  a  Barrister  of  the  Upper 
Canada  Bar,  in  a  form  approved  of  by  the  Society. 

The  Secretary  shall,  on  or  before  the  second  Saturday  of  every 
vacation,  make  out  two  lists  containing  the  names,  additions,  and 
fiimily  residences  of  all  the  Candidates  for  admission  on  behalf  of 
\yliom  notices  of  presentation  have  been  regularly  given,  and  shall 
affix  one  of  such  lists  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  his  office,  and  the 
other  in  the  Convocation  Chamber. 

The  examinations  shall  be  conducted  in  the  Convocation  Cham- 
ber, Osgoode  Hall,  by  the  '♦  Examiner  for  Matriculation,"  in  pre- 
sence of  the  Committee  aforesaid,  or  any  two  of  them  ;  and  shall 
be  commenced  on  Tuesday  in  the  last  week  next  but  one  of  each 
Vacation,  at  ten  o'clock,  A.  M.  ;  and  the  same  may  be  adjourned 
fi      day  to  day,  until  all  the  examinations  have  been  completed. 

Notice  of  the  day  on  which  the  Applicants  for  admission  are 
respectivaly  required  to  attend  for  the  purpose  of  being  examined, 
ehall  by  the  Secretary  be  transmitted  to  them  by  post  as  soon  as 
lay  be  after  each  Term. 

In  case  no  such  notice  be  received,  attendance  is  to  be  given  on 
the  Tuesday  above  appointed  for  entering  upon  the  examinations. 

COMMITTEE  OF  EXAMINATION  FOR  ADMISSION  ON  THE  BOOKS. 

A  Standing  Committee  of  Convocation,  to  consist  of  five  Benchers, 
ehall  be  appointed  in  each  Term  for  the  examination  of  Applicants 
for  admission  on  the  Books  of  the  Society  as  Students-at-Law. 

The  Committee  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  appointment  of 
their  successors. 

Three  of  the  said  Committee  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  any  business ;  but  two  of  them,  together  with  the 
'*  Examiner  for  Matriculation,"  shall  be  sufficient  for  the  exami- 
nation of  Students. 

The  said  Committee,  in  concert  with  the  "  Examiner  for  Matri- 
culation," are  hereby  intrusted  with  the  power  and  duty  of  super- 
intending the  Examination  of  all  Applicants  for  Admission  on  the 
Books,  and  of  arranging  and  settling  the  details  thereof,  in  all 
respects  not  provided  for  by  the  llulcs  or  Standing  Orders  of  Con- 
vocation. 

Upon  the  Examination  of  every  Candidate  for  admission  as  a 
Student- at- Law,  the  following  questions,  and  in  the  following 
ordur,  shall  bo  put  in  the  Committoo  of  Ez^amination  : 
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1.  Whether  the  Examination,  as  "had"  be  received  ;  which  being 

carried  in  the  affirmative,  no  further  Examination  of  such 
Candidate  shall  take  place  during  that  vacation. 

2.  Whether  the  Examination,   as    *' had"  and   **  received,"  be 

**  passed,"  which  being  carried  in  the  affirmative,  no  objection 
shall  be  raised  to  the  admission  of  such  Candidate,  on  the 
ground  of  his  education  being  deficient. 

3.  Whether  the  Examination  "had,"  "received,"  and  "passed," 

be  classed  in  the  University  Class  or  in  the  Senior  Class,  if 
the  Applicant  be  a  Candidate  for  either  of  such  classes. 

4.  The  Examiner  shall  have  a  voice  in  determining  each  of  the 

above  questions,  and  such  questions  shall  respectively  be 
determined  by  a  majority  of  those  who  conduct  the  Examina- 
tion, including  the  Examiner,  but  if  there  be  present  at  any 
Examination  two  or  three  only  of  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee and  the  Examiner,  no  question  shall  be  carried  in  the 
affirmative,  without  the  concurrent  vote  of  three  members  of 
the  Committee,  or  two  members  of  the  Committee  and  of  the 
Examiner :  in  case  lour  or  more  be  present,  a  majority  c^hall 
decide,  and  an  equality  of  votes  shall  be  equivalent  to  a 
negative. 

CLASSIFICATION. 

All  Candidates  passed  and  not  class^ed  in  the  University  Class  or 
Senior  Class,  shall  be  classed  in  the  Junior  Class. 

Candidates  passed  in  the  University  Class  shall  be  classed 
according  to  their  rank,  if  Graduates  in  the  same  University  ;  or 
according  to  the  dates  of  their  Diplomas  or  degrees,  if  Graduates 
of  different  Universities. 

Candidates  passed  in  either  the  Senior  or  Junior  Class  shall  be 
classed  according  to  their  merits. 

PETITION— PRESENTATION  AND  DEPOSIT  OF  FEES. 

Fvery  Candidate  for  admission  shall,  some  convenient  time 
previous  to  the  examination  day  or  the  day  on  which  he  is  to  be 
examined,  report  himself  to  and  deposit  with  the  Sub -Treasurer, 
at  Osgoode  Hall,  his  presentation  and  the  amount  of  fees  payable 
on  admission,  together  with  his  petition  for  admission. 

The  Sub-Treasurer  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  the  Term  next 
after  any  examination  had  as  aforesaid,  make  a  report  in  writing 
to  the  Convocation  upon  the  petition  of  each  Candidate  passed, 
stating  the  day  of  the  preceding  term  on  which  Notice  of  Preseu- 
tation  was  given  for  such  Candidate,  and  whether  there  exists  to 
his  knowledj;e  any  objection  to  the  admission  of  such  Candidate, 
to  which  lleport  he  shall  append  such  Candidates  petition  and 
presentation. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Committee  by  a  Beport  signed  by  the  members  viho  examine 
and  by  the  Examiner  fov  Matriculation  shall,  on  the  first  day  of 
the  Term  next  after  any  examination  had,  report  to  the  Convoca- 
tion the  result  of  such  examination,  specifying  (when  several  have 
been  examined)  the  names  of  those  who  have  passed,  and  of  those 
(if  any)  who  have  beea  rejected,  stating  in  what  branch  they 
were  found  deficient,  and  specifying  also  the  order  in  which  those 
passed  have  been  classed  according  to  the  decision  of  the  Commit- 
tee, except  as  hereafter  mentioned ;  and  such  report  shall,  as 
respects  each  such  examination,  be  final,  and  no  objection  to  the 
admission  of  any  Candidate  so  passed  shall  be  raised  in  Convoca- 
tion on  the  ground  of  his  education  being  deficient.  But  any 
Candidate  for  admission  who  has  been  rejected  by  the  Committee, 
may  appeal  to  the  Convocation  by  petition,  to  be  presented  on  the 
first  day  of  the  said  Term,  in  which  case  his  examination  before  the 
Convocation,  shall  take  place  on  the  first  Saturday  of  the  term. 

The  second  Tuesday  of  each  Terra  shall  be  the  admission  day  of 
the  Students  on  the  books  of  the  Society  who  have  been  examined 
and  reported  as  passed  by  the  Examining  Committee,  or  who  have 
been  passed  by  (he  Convocation  upon  appeal. 
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STUDENTS- AT-L AW,  TO   KEEP  FOUR  TERMS   BY 
ATTENDING  LECTURES. 

Every  Student  on  the  Books  of  the  Society  must,  previous  to 
his  application  for  Call  to  the  Bar,  attend  for  four  Terms,  all  the 
Lectures  delivered  by  the  Lecturers  of  the  Society  in  each  of  such 
Terms,  unless  the  Student  is  excused  by  Convocation  during  the 
Eame  Terra  from  attending  one  or  more  of  the  Lectures  upon  the 
ground  of  sickness  or  some  unavoidable  cause.  But  no  excuse 
shall  be  allowed  on  any  pretence  whatever  for  non-attendance  on 
more  than  three  Lecture  days  of  the  Term. 

He  shall,  on  the  last  day  of  each  of  such  four  Terms,  exhibit  or 
transmit  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Society  a  certificate  from  each 
Lecturer  who  has  delivered  Lectures,  of  the  number  of  Lectures 
attended  by  such  Student  for  that  Term. 

No  Student  shall  be  allowed  any  Term  as  duly  kept,  unless  he 
attends  Lectures  during  such  Term,  as  above  provided ;  but  it 
ehail  not  be  necessary  for  any  Student  to  keep  such  Terms  in  four 
consecutive  Terms,  it  being  sufficient  that  Lectures  be  attended 
for  any  four  Terms  before  the  petition  for  Call  to  the  Bar. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Society  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  Students 
who,  having  duly  attended  Lectures,  exhibit  or  transmit  to  him 
the  Lecturer's  certificate  of  such  attendance. 
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EXAMINATION  FOR  CALL  TO  THE  BAR,  AND  FOR 
CIIRTIFICATES  OF  FITNESS. 

No  Studeht-at-Law  upon  the  Books  of  this  Society  shall  be 
called  to  the  Bar,  and  no  Candidate  shall  receive  a  certificate  of 
fitness,  unless  he  be  of  the  full  age  of  21  years,  nor  without  hav- 
ing been  previously  examined  in  writing  by  the  '*  Examiners  for 
Gall,"  and  also  ore  ienus  by  the  '*  Benchers  in  Convocation." 

The  Examinations  for  "  Call  to  the  Bar  "  shall  be  divided  into 
two  classes  or  orders,  viz.,  those  for  *'  Call,"  simply,  and  thoae 
for  *♦  Call,  with  Honours." 

The  written  part  of  the  Examinations  for  Call  shall  be  in  the 
following  books,  with  which  the  Student  is  expected  to  be  tho- 
roughly familiar ;  that  is  to  say  : 

1.  When  a  Candidate  does  not. go  in  for  a  Call  "with  Honours," 

— in  Blackstone's  Commentaries,  vol.  1,  Addison  on  Contracts, 
Smith's  Mercantile  Law,  Williams  on  Real  property,  Story's 
Equity  Jurisprudence,  Stephen  on  Pleading,  Taylor  on  Evi- 
dence, Byles  on  Bills  ;  besides  the  Public  Statutes  relating  to 
Upper  Canada,  and  the  Pleadings  and  Practice  of  its  Courts 
of  Law  and  Equity,     And, 

2.  When  the  Candidate  goes  in  for  a  Call  "with  Honours,"  then 

also  in — Russell  on  Crimes,  Story  on  Partnership,  Watkina's

Candidates  for  Call  "with  Honours"  shall  be  considered  ns 
Candidates  for  Call  "  simply,"  in  the  event  of  their  not  passing 
«•  with  honours." 

The  written  examinntion  of  Candidates  for  Call,  "with  honour?," 
shall  be  on  the  Thursday  and  Friday  of  the  week  next  proc 'i.ii;g 
each  Term. 

The  written  examination  of  Candidates  for  Call  "  simj^ly,"  ;4ia'il 
be  on  the  Finday  of  the  same  wcok. 

The  written  examination  for  Ccrtilioatcs  of  Fitness  shall  i>:  on 
the  Saturday  of  the  same  week. 
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The  oral  examination  of  all  candidntos  for  Call  to  thcBar.  and 
of  all  Candidates  for  Certificates  of  Fitness,  ahall  be  on  the  first 
Monday  in  each  Term.  / 

Any  Candidate  for  Call  to  the  Bar  desiring  to  be  examined  for 
honours,  must  givo  to  the  Secretary  notice  in  writing  of  such 
desire,  at  latest  on  the  Saturday  next  but  one  before  the  Term, 
and  must  also  endorse  his  petition  for  call  with  the  words  *'  For 
Honours." 

Candidates  for  Call  «•  with  honours,"  in  any  Terra,  shall  attend 
at  Osgoode  Hall  on  the  Thursday  and  on  the  Friday  next  preced- 
ing such  Term,  at  ten  o'clock,  A.M.,  for  the  purpose  of  being 
examined  by  the  Examiners. 

Candidates  for  Call,  "  simply,"  shall  for  the  like  purpose  attend 
at  Osgoode  Hall,  on  the  Friday  of  the  same  week,  and  at  the 
same  hour. 

Candidates  for  Certificates  of  Fitness  for  admission  ns  Attorneys 
or  Solicitors,  shall  for  the  like  purpose  attend  at  Osgoode  Ilall,  on 
the  Saturday  of  the  same  week,  and  at  the  same  hour. 

The  Examiners  shall  deliver  to  each  respective  Cnndidnte  .i  copy 
of  the  questions  to  be  by  him  answered,  and  each  such  ('audidute 
shall  then  and  there,  under  the  supervision  of  such  Examiner.-, 
frame  written  answers  to  such  questions,  and  deliver  the  tiame  to 
the  Examiners,  for  the  Benchers  in  Convocation. 

The  answers  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Examiners,  by  three 
o'clock  p.ra  ,  on  the  same  day  on  which  the  question.*  arc  received 
for  answer. 


NOTICK  OP  IMTliNDKD  APPLICATION  F.OR  CALL. 

Every  Candidate  for  Call  to  the  Bar,  must  cause  a  written  notice 
in  the  form  approved  of  by  the  Society,  of  his  intention  to  present 
himself  for  call,  signed  by  a  Bencher,  to  be  given  to  the  Secretary 
at  his  office  in  Osgoode  Hall,  some  day  in  the  term  next  preceding 
that  on  which  he  intends  so  to  present  himself. 

The  Secretary  shall,  on  or  before  the  second  Saturday  of  every 
Vacation,  make  out  two  lists  containing  the  names,  additions,  and 
residences  of  all  the  Candidates  for  Call,  on  behalf  of  whom  no- 
tices of  prescntatlbn  have  been  regularly  given,  and  shall  affix 
one  of  such  lists  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  his  ofiice,  and  the  other 
in  the  Convocation  Chamber. 

The  Sub-Treasurer  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  every  term,  make  a 
report  in  writing  to  the  Convocation,  stat'ng  that  in  the  f)recediug 
Term,  notice  of  presentation  hud  been  properly  given  for  such 
Ciiudidate ;  stating —

Every  Candidate  for  Call  to  the  Bar  must  be  presented  to  the 
Convocation  by  an  instrument  in  writing,  signed  by  a  Barrister  of 
the  Upper  Canada  Bar,  and  execute  a  bond  to  the  Society,  iu  the 
forms  approved  of  by  the  Society. 

BONDS  TO  BE  GIVEN  BY  BARRISTERS. 
Every  gentleman  fhall,  previous  to  his  Call  to  the  Bar,  give  a 
bond  to  the  Corporation  in  the  penal  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds, 
with  two  responsible  sureties,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  Treasurer. 

Every  member  of  this  Society  shall,  after  his  call  to  the  Bar, 
pay  to  the  Society,  through  its  Treasurer,  a  Term  fee  of  two  shil- 
lings and  six-pence  in  each  and  every  Term. 

Such  Term  fee  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  each  Term,  and 
if  not  previously  paid,  all  arrears  shall  be  punctually  paid  on  Iho 
last  day  of  the  Vacation  next  before  Michaelmas  Term  iu  each  year. 

DEPOSIT  OF  PETITION,  PRESENTATION,  BOND  AND  FEES. 

Every  Student  upon  the  books  of  this  Society,  being  a  Candidate 
for  Call  to  the  degree  of  Biirrister-at-Law,  whose  period  of  stand- 
ing on  the  Books  entitling  him  to  present  himself,  has  expired  or 
v.'ill  expire  during  the  ensuing  term,  shall,  at  lenst  one  day  before 
the  day  appointed  for  examination  before  the  "  Examiners  lor 
Cail,"  in  tlio  Vacation  preceding  the  Term  in  which  such  Candi- 
date petitions  to  be  culled,  report  himself  to,  and  deposit  wit!;, 
the  Sub-Treasurer,  at  (Ji^gooile  Hall,  his  presentation  and  Bond, 
f.nd  the  amount  of  fees  payable  on  being  called;  and  the  Sub- 
Treasurer's  receipt  for  such  fees  shall  be  sufficient  to  entitle  tho 
student  to  appear  before  the  examiners,  and  to  bo  by  them  ex- 
jnnined  for  Call. 

He  shall,  at  the  same  time  and  place,  deposit  with  the  Sub- 
Treasurer  his  petition  for  Call,  which  petition  shall  contain  ti 
•statement  of  his  age,  of  the  day  on  wliioh  the  period  of  his  stantl-

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ORAL  KXAMLVATION  AND  CALL  IN  CONVOCATIOX. 

Tlie  oral  examinations  for  Call  shall  sake  place  iu  Convocation 
on  tlie  first  Monday  in  Term. 

No  examination  shall  be  had  on  any  other  day,  unless  upon 
ailjournuient  of  all  or  any  examinations  not  had  or  completed. 

in  conducting  the  oral  examinations  of  any  Candidate,  on  his 
potitition  for  Call  to  the  Bar,  no  question  shall  be  asked  of  the  Can* 
didate  except  through  the  Treasurer,  or  by  such  of  the  Benchera 
as  he  may  name  to  conduct  the  examination. 

After  the  oral  examination  for  Call  to  the  Degree  of  Barrister- 
nt-Law,  under  any  statute,  or  under  the  Rules  of  this  Society, 
tticpo  shall  be  put  the  following  questions,  and  iu  the  following 
order : 

1.  Whether  the  examination,  as  "  had,"  be  received,  which  being 

carried  in  the  affirmative,  no  further  examination  of  such 
Candidate  shall  take  place  during  that  Term,  whatever  may 
be  the  determination  of  the  Convocation  upon  such  exami- 
nation.

^vhen  called,  take  precedence  next  after  the  members  of  the 
Society  of  longer  (standing  on  the  Books  called  upon  the  same  day. 

Ev!.'ry  i^cntieraan,  upon  his  being  c  illed  to  tlie  Bar,  shall  ap- 
poiiv  beiuve  the  ConvocMtion  in  a  Birri^ter's  gown,  for  the  pur- 
P  sc  of  Ills  bciii;^;  pi'(v-;o!iUid  to  tlio  SupiTior  C>iurt8;  and  he  may 
bo  so  priiscntod  by  arsy  Bencher  pre>i  nt  in  Court. 

Tlu!  form  of  tha  Diploma  of  Barristor-at-La^v  of  this  Society, 
filial!  be  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  rules  of  the  Society. 
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CERTIFICATES    OF    FITNESS    FOR    ADMISSION    AS 
ATTORNEYS   OR    SOLICITORS. 

TO  KEEP  TERMS. 

Every  Candidate  for  Certificate  of  fitness  for  Admission  as 
Attorney  or  Solicitor,  shall  keep  two  Terms  pursuant  to  the  Statute 
in  that  behalf. 

The  two  Terms  to  be  kept  by  Articled  Clerks  under  the  Statute 
shall  be  kept  by  their  attending  the  sittings  of  the  Courts  of 
Queen's  Bench  and  Common  Pleas,  or  one  of  them,  agreeably 
to  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  and  of  the  Rules  of  the  said 
Courts  in  that  behalf,  every  day  on  which  such  courts,  or  either 
of  them  sit  during  Term,  aud  by  their  entering  their  names, 
and  subscribing  their  declaration  of  attendance  in  the  Articled 
Clerk's  Attendance  Book  of  such  Courts,  or  either  of  them,  pur- 
suant to  the  said  Rules  of  Court  respectively. 

Every  such  Candidate  shall  leave  with  the  Secretary  of  this 
Society  a  certificate  or  certificates  of  such  attendance  from  the 
Clerks  of  such  Court  or  Courts,  together  with  his  petition  for  cer- 
tificate of  fitness,  articles,  and  other  papers,  or  sufficiently  excuse 
the  production  thereof  as  prescribed  by  the  said  Act,  and  the  Rules 
of  the  Society  respecting  the  same. 

In  case  any  such  Articled  Clerk  while  at  Toronto  for  the  purpose 
of  attending  the  sittings  of  such  Courts,  or  cither  of  them,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  requirements  of  the  said  Act,  be,  from  sickness  or 
other  unavoidable  impediment,  prevented  from  being  or  remaining 
in  attendance  in  Court  for  the  whole  or  any  part  or  the  Term,  that 
such  Court  or  Courts  may  be  sitting  on  any  day  in  either  of  such 
Terms,  such  Articled  Clerk  shall,  nevertheless,  be  allowed  such 
day  or  days  attendance,  as  within  the  meaning  of  the  said  Act, 
upon  his  satisfying  the  Clerks  of  the  Crown  and  Pleas  of  the  said 
two  Courts  by  certificate  from  his  Medical  Attendant  or  otherwise 
to  their  satisfaction  that  such  sickness  or  other  unavoidable  im- 
pediment was  the  sole  cause  of  such  absence ;  and  upon  such 
Articled  Clerk  leaving  with  the  Secretary  of  this  Society  a  certi- 
ficate thereof  under  the  hands  of  such  Clerks  of  the  Crown  and 
Pleas  at  the  same  time  that  he  leaves  his  petition  for  certificate  of 
fitness  and  other  papers,  as  hereinafter  prescribed. 

All  applications  for  Certificate^  of  fitness  for  Admission  as 
Attorney  or  Solicitor  under  the  said  Act  shall  be  by  petition  in 
writing,  addressed  to  the  Benchers  of  the  Society  in  Oonvocatiun, 
and  every  such  petition,  together  with  the  documents  required  by, 
and  the  fees  payable  to  this  Society  under  the  said  Act,  or  under 
the  Rules  of  the  said  Courts,  or  those  of  this  Society,  shall  be 
left  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Society  at  Osgoode  Hall,  on  or 
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before  the  third  Saturday  next  before  the  Term  ia  which  such 
petition  is  to  be  presented,  and  the  Sub-Treasurer's  receipt  for 
iiuch  fees  shall  be  a  sufficient  authority  to  the  **  Examiners  for 
Call"  to  examine  the  Applicant  by  written  or  printed  questions. 

Every  Candidate  for  a  Certificate  of  Fitness  for  admission  as  an 
Attorney  or  Solicitor  under  the  said  Act,  shall,  with  his  petition 
for  such  certificate,  leave  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Society  at 
Oagoode  Hall,  answers  to  the  several  questions  set  forth  in  the 
Schedule  to  this  rule  annexed  marked  '*  B,"  signed  by  the  Attor- 
ney or  Solicitor  with  whom  such  Articled  Clerk  has  served  his 
clerkship,  together  with  the  certificate  in  the  said  last-mentioned 
Schedule  also  contained. 

lu  case  any  such  Candidate  at  the  time  of  leaving  his  petition 
for  Certificate  of  Fitness  and  papers,  with  the  Secretary  of  this 
Society  as  hereinbefore  provided,  proves  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
said  Secretary,  that  it  has  not  been  in  his  power  to  procure  the 
answers  to  the  questions  contained  in  the  said  Schedule  **  B,"  from 
the  Attorney  or  Solicitor  with  whom  he  may  have  served  any  part 
of  the  time  under  his  articles,  or  from  the  agent  of  such  Attorney, 
or  the  Certificate  of  Service  therein  also  contained,  the  said 
Secretary  shall  state  such  circumstances  specially  in  his  report  to 
Convocation  on  such  Articled  Clerk's  petition,  and  thereupon  the 
Benchers  in  Convocation  may  dispense  with  the  production  of  such 
Inst-mentioned  answers  and  Certificates,  or  any  of  them,  as  they 
may  think  fit  and  reasonable. 

EXAMINATION  FOR  CERTIFICATES  OF  FITNE^SS. 

Candidates  for  Certificates  of  Fitness  shall  be  examined  in  writ- 
ing, and  orally  in  like  manner  as  Candidates  for  Call  *'  simply," 
according  to  the  rules  of  the  Society  in  that  behalf,  and  in  the 
following  books  and  subjects,  that  is  to  say :  Blackstone's  Com- 
mentaries, 1st  volume ;  Smith's  Mercantile  Law ;  Williams  on 
Ileal  Property ;  Story's  Equity  Jurisprudence ;  The  Statute  Law ; 
the  Pleadings  and  Practice  of  she  Courts,  or  in  such  other  books 
and  subjects  as  the  Benchers  in  Convocation  (or  as  the  Examiners, 
with  the  assent  of  the  Benchers  in  Convocation)  may  from  time  to 
time  for  that  purpose  prescribe  and  appoint. 

Candidates  for  Certificates  of  Fitness  for  Admission  as  Attorneys 
or  Solicitors  shall  attend  at  Osgoode  Hall  on  the  last  Saturday 
•f  the  vacation  previous  to  the  Term  in  which  their  petitions  are 
to  be  presented,  and  shall  receive  from  the  Examiner  of  the  Society 
copies  of  the  questions  to  be  answered  by  them  in  writing,  and 
shall  then  and  there,  under  the  supervision  of  such  Exuminer, 
frame  answers  to  such  questions,  and  deliver  such  answers  iu 
writing  to  him  for  the  Benchers  in  Convocation. 
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The  attendance  of  such  Candidatea  for  the  purposes  mentioned 
in  the  foregoing  section  of  this  rule  shall  be  at  10  o'clock  a.m., 
and  the  answers  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Examiner  by  '6  o'clock 
P.M.  of  the  same  day. 

The  Secretary  shall  report  upon  the  petition  of  every  Candidate 
for  Certificate  of  Fitness  for  A.duiission  as  Attorney  or  Solicitor, 
and  such  report,  together  with  the  petitions  and  documents  to 
which  they  refer,  shall  bo  laid  on  the  table  of  Convocation  on  the 
first  day  of  Term. 

The  oral  examination  of  Candidates  for  Certificates  of  Fitness 
shall  take  place  on  the  first  day  of  Term. 

The  Examination  of  Candidates  for  Certificates  of  Fitness  for 
Admission  as  Attorneys  or  Solicitors,  shall  not  be  entered  upon 
the  first  day  of  any  Teria  until  the  Examination  of  all  Candidates 
for  Call  to  the  Bar  on  the  order  of  the  day  for  that  day  be  first 
''•spDsed  of. 

TU.E  QUESTIONS  TO  BE  PUT  IN  CONVOCATION. 

Upon  every  examination  for  a  Certificate  of  Fitness  for  Admis- 
sion as  an  Attorney  or  Solicitor  had  as  aforesaid,  there  shall  be 
put  the  following  questions,  and  in  the  following  order  :  The  first 
and  second,  shall  be  similar  in  terms  and  effect  as  in  the  case  of 
Candidates  for  Call.  Third  :  Whether  such  Candidate  shall  receive 
a  Certificate  of  Fitness  for  Admission  as  an  Attorney  or  Solicitor. 

DISTIIIBUTION  OF  FEES. 

The  ten  shillings  fee  provided  for  by  the  said  Act,  shall  be 
received  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Law  Society,  to  his  own  use,  and 
the  ten  pounds  fee  to  the  use  of  the  Society,  and  be  paid  over  into 
the  Treasury/  accordingly.

ADMISSION  FEES. 

Every  Stadent,  upon  his  admission,  shall  pay  the  sam  of  tea 
pounds,  and  the  further  sum  of  twenty  pounds  when  Called  to 
the  Bar. 

Every  Barrister  of  any  other  part  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions 
admitted  into  this  Society,  and  called  to  the  degree  of  Barrister- 
at-Law  under  the  Statute  in  that  behalf,  shall  pay  a  fee  of  thirty 
pounds,  being  ten  pounds  on  his  entry  as  a  member  of  the  Society, 
and  twenty  pounds  on  his  Call,  the  same  corresponding  in  amount 
with  the  fees  payable  by  Students  under  the  last  section. 

In  case  any  Candidate  "jC  admission  on  the  books  as  a  Student. 
or  for  Call  to  the  Bar,  or  for  Certificates  of  Fitness  for  Admission 
as  an  Attorney  or  Solicitor,  withdraws  his  application,  or  fails  to

SUSPENSION  OF  BARRISTERS. 

STRUCK  OFF  THE  ROLL  OF  ATTORNEYS  AND  SOLICITORS  BY  ANT  OF 

THE  SUPERIOR  COURTS. 

Upon  any  order  being  made  by  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Superior 
Courts  of  Law  and  Equity  in  Upper  Canada,  whereby  any  person, 
being  at  the  time  a  member  of  this  Society,  is  ordered  to  be  struck 
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off  the  Roll  of  Attorneys  or  Solicitors  of  such  Court,  and  whereby 
it  is  also  further  ordered  that  such  order  shall  be  transmitted  by 
the  proper  officer  of  such  Court  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Society, 
such  person  so  ordered  to  be  struck  off  the  Rolls  of  such  Court 
shall,  ipso  facto,  be  suspended  from  the  exercise  of  all  and  singu- 
lar the  rights,  powers,  and  privileges  belonging  to  him  in  this 
Society,  or  elsewhere,  as  a  member  thereof;  and  such  suspension 
shall  continue  until  such  person  be  restored  to  the  Rolls  of  such 
Court  as  an  Attorney  or  Solicitor  thereof,  .  nd  also  to  the  Rolls  of 
such  other  of  the  said  courts  as  may,  on  communication  of  such 
order  or  otherwise,  have  ordered  him  to  be  struck  off  their  Rolls 
respectiyely. 

Such  suspension  shall  in  no  respect  be  deemed  an  affirmation  on 
the  part  of  this  Society,  or  any  of  the  authorities  thereof,  of  the 
correctness  of  the  grounds  upon  which  the  decision  of  such  Court 
or  Courts  is  founded,  but  as  a  mere  legal  consequence  attached  to 
such  decision. 

Such  suspension  shall  not  preclude  the  adoption  of  proceedings 
by  impeachment  or  otherwise,  according  to  the  course  of  this 
Society,  before  the  Benchers  thereof  in  Convocation,  for  disbarring 
and  expelling  such  person  from  this  Society,  on  the  same  grounds 
upon  which  any  such  Court  may  have  proceeded  to  remove  him 
from  their  Rolls,  or  any  other  that  may  render  such  proceedings 
necessary  or  proper  in  that  behalf. 

It  shall  be  tne  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  Society  on  receipt 
of  any  such  order  from  the  proper  officer  of  any  of  the  said  Courts, 
to  lay  the  same  before  the  Benchers  of  this  Society  in  Convocation 
at  their  next  meeting;  and  the  same  shall  be  thereupon  entered  at 
length  upon  the  Journals  of  Convocation,  but  no  entry  of  such 
suspension  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Rolls  of  this  Society. 

Upon  the  Treasurer  of  this  Society  being  informed  of  orders 
having  been  made  by  the  said  Courts,  or  by  the  Courts  which 
removed  any  such  person  from  their  Rolls  as  aforesaid,  for  the 
restoration  of  such  person  to  such  Rollis,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
procure  office  copies  of  such  orders  so  restoring  such  person  to  the 
Rolls  of  such  Courts,  and  to  lay  the  same  before  the  Benchers  of 
this  Society  in  Convocation  at  their  next  meeting ;  and  the  same 
shall  thereupon  be  entered  at  length  upon  the  Journals  of  Covo- 
cation.

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RULES  AND  ORDERS  OF  THE  LAW  SOCIETY 

RELATING   TO 

THE   "LAW  SCHOOL  OF  OSGOODE  HALL."

By  the  Benchers  of  the  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada  in  Convo- 
cation, with  the  approbation  of  the  Judges  of  the  Superior 
Courts,  as  Visitors  of  the  said  Society. 


It  is  Obdaimed,  as  follows: 

1.  That  there  be  established  a  School  of  Law,  to  have  its  seat 
at  Osgoode  Hall,  and  to  be  designated  the  *'Law  School  of 
Osgoode  Hall." 

2.  That  the  tuition  of  tVe  pupils  attending  such  Law  School  bo 
by  means  of  fectures,  readings,  and  mootings,  and  otherwise,  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  conduct  of  the  said  school,  to  be  framed  by  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Society  on  Legal  Education. 

3.  That  the  tuition  of  the  pupils  of  the  said  school  be  conduct- 
ed by  three  readers,  to  be  designated  respectively,  '*  The  Reader 
on  Common  Law,"  "  The  Reader  on  Equity,"  and  *'The  Reader 
on  Real  Property." 

4.  That  the  said  Readers  be  selected  from  the  members  of  this 
Society  of  the  Degree  of  Barrister-at-Law,  and  that  they  be 
elected  annually  on  the  first  Saturday  in  Michaelmas  Term  in 
each  year. 

6.  That  to  each  of  such  Readers  there  be  paid  out  of  the 
general  funds  of  the  Society  a  yearly  salary  of  £160  ;  such  salary 
to  be  paid  in  quarterly  payments,  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of 
the  Society  regulating  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  present 
Lecturers  and  Examiners. 

6.  That  the  first  election  uf  Readers  shall  take  place  forthwith, 
upon  the  approval  of  this  rule  by  the  Visitors. 

7.  That  immediately  upon  this  rule  going  into  effect,  and  here- 
after on  the  first  Saturday  in  Michaelmas  Term  in  each  year, 
there  shall  be  appointed  a  Standing  Committee  of  Convocation,  to 
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consist  of  fiye  members  and  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being,  and 
to  be  stjled  *'  the  Committee  on  Legal  Eilucation  ;"  which  Com- 
mittee shall  be  charged  with  the  superintendence  of  the  said  Law 
School,  aud  of  all  examinations  of  the  Society  in  Law  except 
examination  in  open  Convocation,  and  the  said  Committee  shall 
report  to  Conyooation  in  each  term. 

8.  That  the  existing  rules  of  this  Society  as  to  the  keeping  of 
terms  and  compulsory  attendance  on  lectures  during  term  by 
Students-at-Law  do  remain  in  force,  with  this  addition,  that  there 
be  two  lectures  on  each  day  during  term,  instead  of  one,  as  here- 
tofore ;  the  hours  of  such  lectures  and  the  division  of  the  lectures 
in  term  amongst  the  four  Readers  to  be  determined  by  rules  from 
time  to  time  to  be  made  by  the  Committee  on  Legal  Education, 
but  the-  lectures  during  term  to  be  nevertheless  considered  as 
delivered  in  the  Law  School,  and  as  forming  part  of  the  course  of 
instruction  in  law  afforded  therein. 

9.  First,  That  in  addition  to  the  lectures  in  term  there  be  estab- 
lished a  course  of  lectures  to  be  delivered  during  the  Educational 
Term  of  the  Law  School,  which  Educational  Term  shall  commence 
on  the  first  Monday  in  November,  and  end  on  the  first  Monday  in 
May ;  and  in  each  week  during  the  Educational  Term  there  shall 
be  three  lectures,  which  shall  be  delivered  at  such  hour  as  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Committee  on  Legal  Education.  Second, 
That  at  the  conclusion  of  each  Educational  Term  on  certain  days, 
to  be  fixed  by  the  Committee  on  Legal  Education,  there  shall  be 
an  examination  of  the  Students  attending  the  Law  School,  and 
such  of  the  Students  as  shall  come  up  to  a  standard,  to  be  decided 
upon  by  the  Benchers  in  Convocation  from  time  to  time,  shall  be 
allowed  two  terms  out  of  the  four  required  to  be  kept  before  Call 
to  the  Bar,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society. 
Third,  That  the  Committee  on  Legal  Education  shall  have  autho- 
rity to  give  Prizes  in  Books  to  such  of  the  Students  as  upon  the 
examination  at  the  termination  of  each  Educational  Term  they 
shall  adjudge  worthy. 

10.  That  in  addition  to  lectures,  the  Readers  during  such  educa' 
tional  terms  shall  hold  readings,  shall  preside  at  meetings,  and 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  rules 
and  regulations  to  be  framed  by  the  Committee  on  Legal  Education. 

11.  That  attendance  on  the  lectures  in  the  Law  School  during 
the  educational  terms  shall  be  voluntary. 

12.  That  all  written  examinations  in  law  sbnll  be  conducted  in 
the  Law  School,  in  the  presence  of  at  least  two  of  the  Readers 
and  one  Bencher  who  is  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Legal 
Education. 
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13.  That  there  shall  be  four  Scholarships  ia  the  Law  Sooiety. 

One  for  Students  under  one  year's  standing  of  £80  per  annum. 

One  for  Students  under  two  years*  standing  and  OT«r  one  year's 
of  £40  per  annum. 

One  for  Students  under  three  years'  standing  and  over  two  years' 
of  £60  per  annum. 

One  for  Students  under  four  yewrs'  standing  and  oyer  three 
years*  of  £60  per  annum. 

Any  Student  who  has  taken  any  degree  entitling  him  to  Call  in 
three  years,  shall  be  considered  as  a  Student  of  oter  two  years  in 
reference  to  these  Scholarships.  These  l^bolarships  shall  be  open 
to  all  Students  in  Upper  Canada  on  the  books  of  the  Law  Society 
of  the  prescribed  standing,  whether  Students  in  the  Law  School 
or  not. 

14.  That  the  annual  allowance  to  such  Scholars  shall  be  paid 
to  them  out  of  the  general  funds  of  the  So<»ety  quarterly,  on  the 
first  Monday  after  each  term. 

16.  That  the  examinations  for  Scholarships  be  conducted  by 
the  same  persons  and  in  the  same  manner  as  other  examinations 
in  law,  and  in  such  books  and  on  such  subjects  as  the  Committee 
on  Legal  Education  may  determine,  subject  however  to  the  disal- 
lowance or  revision  by  Convocation  of  any  rules  which  such  com- 
mittee may  make. 

16.  That  the  sueoessfal  candidates  for  such  Scholarships  be 
determined  by  Convocation,  and  the  Scholarships  be  awarded  in  a 
formal  manner  by  the  Treasurer  in  open  Convocation. 

17.  That  the  Headers  to  be  appointed  under  this  rule  shall  be 
in  the  place  of  the  Examiners  for  Gall  and  Lecturers  appointed 
under  the  present  general  rules  of  the  Society,  and  such  rules  are 
hereby  declared  applicable  to  the  said  Readers,  who  shall  perform 
the  duties  heretofore  performed  by  the  Examiners,  receiving  only 
the  salaries  affixed  to  the  office  of  Reader  by  this  rule. 

18.  That  in  awarding  Prizes  to  Students  at  the  Annual  Exami- 
nations at  the  expiration  of  the  Educational  Term,  a  separate 
estimate  shall  be  made  of  the  answers  of  Students  not  being  two 
years  on  the  Books  of  the  Society,  and  of  those  being  over  two 
years,  and  that  the  Prizes  to  be  given  by  the  Society  shall  be 
apportioned  in  such  manner  as  to  the  Benchers  in  Convocation 
shall  seem  fit  between  the  two  classes  of  Students,  those  under 
two  years  being  taken  as  one  class,  and  those  over  two  years  as 
the  other  class,  so  that  the  Prizes  may  be  awarded  between  those 
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respective  classes  equally,  or  as  nearly  so  as  having  regard  to  the 
answering  in  the  said  respective  classes  shall  to  the  Benchers 
seem  fit. 

19.  That  all  Students  who  have  been  or  who  shall  hereafter  be 
admitted  upon  the  Books  of  the  Society  in  Easter  and  Trinity 
Terms  in  each  year  may  present  themselves  for  the  Examination 
for  Scholarships  as  follows,  that  is  to  say :  For  the  Scholarship 
for  first  year  Students,  in  the  Michaelmas  Term  of  their  second 
year;  for  the  Scholarship  for  second  year  Students,  in  the 
Michaelmas  Term  of  their  third  year ;  and  for  the  Scholarships 
for^hird  and  fourth  year  Students,  one  or  both,  in  the  Michaelmas 
Term  of  their  fourth  year ;  provided  always,  that  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  authorise  or  permit  any  Student  to  present  him- 
self a  second  time  for  examination  for  the  same  Scholarship.

The  following  persons  may  be  Admitted  and  enrolled  as  Attor- 
neys or  Solicitors,  viz. :  Any  person  who  has  been  duly  called  to 
practice  at  the  Bar  of  Upper  Canada,  or  who  has  been  duly  called 
to  practice  at  the  Bar  of  any  of  I{«r  Mt^esty's  Superior  Courts, 
not  having  merely  local  jurisdicUon  in  England,  Scotland  or 
Ireland,  and  has  been  bound,  by  contract  in  writing,  to  a  prac- 
tising Attorney  or  Solicitor  in  Upper  Canada,  to  serve  him  as  his 
Clerk  for  three  years. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  and  enrolled  as  an  Attorney  or 
Solicitor,  unless 

1.  He  has  during  the  term  specified  in  his  contract  of  service  duly 
served  thereunder,  and  has  during  the  whole  of  such  term  been 
actually  employed  in  the  proper  practice  or  business  of  an  Attor- 
ney or  Solicitor  by  the  Attorney  or  Solicitor  to  whom  he  has  been 
bound,  at  the  place  where  such  Attorney  or  Solicitor  has  con- 
tinued to  reside  during  such  term,  or  with  his  consent,  by  the 
Professional  Agent  of  such  Attorney  or  Solicitor  in  Toronto,  for 
a  part  of  the  said  term,  not  exceeding  one  year. 

2.  And  has  attended  the  sittings  of  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench 
or  Common  Pleas  during  at  least  two  of  the  Terms  of  such  Courts, 
and  has  complied  with  the  regulations  of  the  Law  Society  in 
that  behalf. 

8.  And  at  least  fourteen  days  next  before  the  first  day  of  the  Term 
in  which  he  seeks  admission,  he  has  left  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Law  Society  his  contract  of  service,  and  any  assignment  thereof 
and  a£Bdavits  of  the  exeontion  of  the  same  respectively,  and  his 
own  affidavit  of  due  service  thereunder,  and  a  certificate  of  the 
Attorney  or  Solicitor  to  whom  be  was  bound,  or  his  agent,  as

In  case  the  contract  of  service,  assignment  (if  any)  affidavits 
and  certificate  of  due  service,  or  any  of  them,  cannot  be  produced 
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then,  An  application  to  be  made  to  the  Law  Society,  by  a  petition, 
verified  by  affidavit,  to  be  left  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Society, 
at  least  fonrteen  days  next  before  the  first  day  of  the  term  on  which 
the  applicant  seeks  admission,  the  Society,  on  being  satisfied  of 
such  fact,  may,  in  their  discretion,  dispense  with  the  production 
of  each  contract,  assignment,  affidavits  and  certificate  of  dae  ser* 
vice,  or  any  of  them,  and  may,  notwithstanding  such  non-produc- 
tion, grant  the  certificates,  &o. 

The  Law  Society  may,  upon  being  satisfied  that  the  applicant 
for  admission  has  really  and  botiA  fide  served  and  been  actually 
employed,  under  articles,  for  the  term  of  five  years,  or  shorter 
term,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  their  discretion  and  in  accordance 
with  rules  to  be  established  by  them,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Visitors,  grant  the  Certificates  of  Fitness,  although  the  termj  or 
conditions  required  have  not  been  strictly  complied  with. 

Whenever  any  person  has  been  bound  by  contract  in  writing  to 
serve  as  a  Clerk  to  an  Attorney  or  Solicitor,  such  contract,  with 
the  affidavit  of  execution  thereof  annexed  thereto,  shall,  within 
three  months  next  after  the  execution  of  the  contract,  be  filed 
with  one  of  the  clerks  of  the  Crown  and  Pleas  at  Toronto,  who 
shall  endorse  and  sign  upon  such  contract  and  affidavit  a  memo- 
randum of  the  day  of  filing  thereof;  and  every  assignment  of  such 
contract,  together  with  an  affidavit  of  the  execution  thereof 
annexed  thereto,  shall  be  filed  in  like  manner  within  the  like 
period  of  three  months  next  after  the  execution  thereof. 

In  case  such  contract  or  assignment  {at  the  ease  may  ie),  with 
the  affidavit  of  execution  annexed  thereto^  be  not  filed  within 
three  months  after  the  date  of  the  contract  or  assignment,  the 
same  may  nevertheless  be  filed  with  either  of  the  officers  before 
mentioned,  but  the  service  of  the  clerk  shall  be  reckoned  only 
from  the  date  of  such  filing,  unless  the  Law  Society  in  its  discre- 
tion shall,  for  special  reasons  la  any  particular  case,  otherwise 
order." 

If  any  Attorney  or  Solicitor,  or  any  member  of  any  firm  of 
Attorneys  or  Solicitors,  either  in  his  own  name  or  in  the  name  of 
any  member  of  his  firm,  practises  in  either  of  the  Courts  of 
Queen's  Bench,  Chancery,  or  Common  Pleas,  without  such  certi- 
ficate being  taken  out  by  such  Attorney  and  Solicitor,  and  by 
each  member  of  his  firm,  he  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  forty  dollars, 
vhioh  forfeiture  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Law  Society 
for  the  uses  thereof,  and  may  be  recovered  in  either  of  the  said 
Courts  of  Common  Law.
